VALUE OF IVORY. 


The Largest and Smallest Pair of Tuaks 


Kver Brought to America. 


'That is the largest pair of tusks 


ever brought to this market," said a 
Fulton 'street ivory dealer to a reporter, 
and I believe they are the largest 


ever seen in any market; anil that pair 
s the smallest." Tho large pair meas- 
ire 7 feet 8 inches, and at the base 
,!iey are large enough to take in a 
man's head. They are hollow for about 
ihree feet, the interior resembling the 
cavity of a tooth. The little pair are 
Egyptian, and are 11 inches long, and 
weigh three-quarters of a pound each, 
and are 1 inch in diameter. The large 


riCame from Africa, and weigh 139 


and 181 pounds, • > and. we valued at 
(1,000. They are 7J inches in diam- 
:ter and 22 Jn circumference. 
The 


dealer said visitors came to see them 
Irom as far off as Oregon. 


'They are worth a small farm," he 


said. "Somo African elephant hunt- 
ers wei-e in here once, and they said 
.he elephant from which they came bo- 
onged to a species that was smaller 
than Jumbo as to size, but was drunk- 
er and heavier, weighing between four 
and five tons. They are stout beasts, 
'or that one carried an eighth of a ton 
n his jaws." 


These tusks cost but little in Africa, 


and are mostly got in barter. Tusks 
are money there, and if a native buys 
ally thing ]ie pays for it in tusks. Thoy 
wear elephant skin on their feet and 
eat the meat. The number of dealers 
n this city is limited; three of these 
are in Fulton street, one on Broadway 
and one in Fourteenth street. The 
Condon market rules the world, ami 
sales are made quarterly.

Terrible Disaster at tho Launching of tbe 
Steamar, Win. H. Wolf. 


Mn.M'AUOic, Wl$., AUR, 7— Bytheacci' 


dent at tho launching of the huge steamer 
Win. II. Wolf this afternoon, three persons 
wore killed, several others 1'atally injured 
about twenty badly hurt and a large num- 
ber of others less seriously injured. About 
OIIB thousand people had gathered to yvit 
ness the launch. 
Directly opposite the 


cradled vessel was tho large coal dock of 
tho Northwestern Fuel Company. It is a 
roofed dock yvith huge derricks for unload 
ing coal. Upon the roof of this coal shed 
a largo number ot people had assembled. As 
tho Wolf struck the water her port bilge 
wns buriinl deeply in tho black water of 
tlie s-lopo and then she recovered and 
rolled to port. The water displaced by 
her hull rose like a'tidal wave and swept 
over the coal clock and up wur,ds toward its 
roof, causing a cloud of coal dust and 
spray. The supports of the dock were in- 
Milllciont to stand tho force of the wave 
and about fot ty feotof tho shed went down 
with its living freight. A scene of inde- 
scribable confusion ensued, but a few 
cool-headed people at once sot to work to 
save the pooplo thrown into the river and 
rescue those buried in the dobris of the 
platform. Patrol wagons wore summoned 
and express \\:igons tinned into ambu- 
luucos, and tho duul and injured were car- 
ried away. Owing to the fact that many 
cases of injuries w ere not reported, the un 
foi tunates b< inj; hurnetl home in car- 
riages by relatives and friends, it is im 
possible to iisuertain tho full extent ot the 
accident..

weather lias largely reduced the outloOK for 
corn, and tlio counties in \\liieliiuoretliatilittlf 
an iiveruge yield per acre may be expected are 
tlie exception. In a number of counties tin- 
corn has lieeti .so .seriously damaged b> the dry 
weather as to give little encouragement Jor even 
a small yield per acie, und the .stalks are being 
cut and fed to stock for fodder. In several 
counties "almost ii failure " ol the corn crop is 
predicted. The lack of piisturage in the coun- 
ties from which scarcity of rain is reported, has 
made It necessary to feed Hie stock liny and corn 
lodder. The most cheering prospects concern- 
ing corn are reported In the counties ot Stephen- 
son, Carrol), Ogle, Bock Island, Perry, Edwards, 
Wabash and Pulaski. The prospects nre less 
favorable for corei than elsewhere in the state 
In the counties o[ Clark, Crawford,Cumberland, 
Elllnghani, Fayette, Livingston, Montgomery, 
St. Clalr, Randolph, Madison and Bond. 


The yield per acre of Irish potatoes has lieeii 


greatly reduced by Die dry weather and less 
than three-fourths of an average yield per acre 
will ue haivested In all the counties repoiting 
except the following, In which the prospects ave 
as noted. Ogle, 75; Kock Island, 90; Pike, 80;

The reports o( "poor prospects" 
and "failure" of the apple crop aie not excep- 
tional.
